THE OUTLOOK 


Approached from any angle by any objective ob- 
server, the 1960 football prospectus at BYU looks the 
same—an uphill battle by a game-but-gutted bri- 
gade. A pessimistic appraisal, to be sure; but a 
candid one that is incontrovertible when viewed in 
detail. 

Gone from last year's team (3-7 season record) 
are 2| lettermen, 16 of whom were three-year letter- 
men and nine of whom were front line regulars who 
formed the heart of the '59 club. Included in this 
group were the first and second team guards on both 
sides of the line, All the above losses came through 
the usual avenues; graduation, pro contract in the 
Canadian league, mission calls, injuries, and a few 
academic fatalés, 

hat we have left, then, is a holdover group con- 
sisting of two returning regulars, a half dozen second 
stringers from '59, and a pretty fair supply of soph- 
omores from last year's freshman team 1 season 
record). 

With the possible’ exception of one spot in the 
line, center, the team will be weaker in every position. 
While the first unit may be compared favorably with 
those of the past, the depth of the squad is thin and 
untried. In fact, in nearly every phase of the game 
the Cougars will cast a smaller shadow. 

Baad coach Tally Stevens, now in his second year 
at the football helm, will be pinning his hopes on the 
development of his sophomores, a dedicated group 
of regulars, and a smoother-running offense to lead 
the Cougars out of the woods this season, 

Faced with a major rebuilding program, Stevens 
will be looking to his sophomores for help. There's 
a good chance two or three may be in the lineup 
when the campaign opens against Cal Poly, The 
consistent play of several sophomores during spring 
drills gave hint of this. Mike Conrad, a gritty guard 
from California, may take over at right guard, and 
Tom Stolworthy zeal be a soph starter at fullback. 
Lineman Mike Brady also looks like another comer, 
and halfback Bill Wright will be pressing veteran Ron 
Jacobsen at left half, 

BYU's backiield will probably be made up of Bud 
Belnap, an all-around plays at quarterback; Jacob- 
sen at left half; Jack Gifford, leading scorer from last 
ear, at wingback; and either Stolworthy or Dick Dar- 
Ht at fullback, 

Injuries to any key personnel would really put the 
Cougars in the sock, unless some of the newcomers 
ripen on the varsity vine ahead of schedule.

INDUSTRY

largest industry in the county, however, is U.S, Steel's 
Columbia-Geneva Steel Division, which is located on 
a 1502-acre site near Utah Lake.

FOUNDING 
BYU was founded by Brigham Young as an acad- 
emy in October 16, 1875 under the leadership of 
Karl G. Maeser. In 1903 the school became a uni- 
versity. It is owned and operated by the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints (commonly called 
Mormon}. It is the headquarters of the Church's 
widespread educational system.

BYU ik staffed with over 500 faculty members who 
have obtained degrees from universities located in 35 
states and seven foreign countries. More than 45 per 
cent possess doctoral degrees, one per cent have law 
degrees, and 40 percent have master's credentials. 

ENROLLMENT 

Total daytime enrollment for 1959-60 was 11,842; 
this is more than double the enrollment of ten years 
ago. Expected enrollment should reach 15,000 by 
1965, and 22,000 by 1970. Fifty-five per cent of the 
students come from outside Utah, including the 50 
states and 45 foreign countries. Membership in the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints is not re- 
quired for admission, although at the present time 95 
per cent of the students are members. The other five

In addition there is an Alpine campus in 
Provo Caney) a dairy farm, a poultry farm, and an 
agricultural farm.

FACILITIES 


Hub of most athletic activity on campus is the 
George Albert Smith fieldhouse and its 28,950 square- 
foot extension. The original building houses a main 
floor (seating capacity 10,800), two large auxiliary 
gyms, wrestling room, boxing room, therapy room, 
weight lifting area, steam room, squash courts, hand- 
ball courts, toe class rooms plus numerous offices for 
coaches and faculty, and the usual shower and locker 
rooms. The extension, which was opened in January 
of this year, provides a huge indoor area and an ex- 
tension of an indoor track. The indoor track offers 
a |20-yard straightaway, and several meets were held 
indoors this spring. The area is also used by physical 
education groups. BYU's track in the stadium is one 
of the best in the entire West, and facilities for field 
events, too, are modern and well preserved. 


A modern baseball diamond, which was inaugurated 
three years ago, is located just north of the football 
stadium. In addition to the above facilities, the gen- 
eral athletic area includes 24 tennis courts, 8 softball 
diamonds, an outdoor basketball area, a pitch and 
putt course for golf, large football areas for practice 
and playing, horseshoe pits, and hard-top games area.
